These explanations, howeverj- ;are 
rather excuses than mere causes., ,;^^;Xhê, 
real great cause is that man neéds regulaiT. 
playdays, fun days, for he has not yet 
learned ■'to stifle his natural instincts 
without brief periods of freedom 

There is no folk holiday which has 
taken a stronger hold upon and has so 





|i captivated the popular imagination as that 
W celebrated the eve of October Slst, 
HHallowe'en. The name means hallowed, oi* 
pholy evening. It is really an autumn fes- 
Mtival, as May Day is a spring one. . But 
l^'péasant superstition has clouded its orig- 
inal meaning and hAs associated it with 
the delightful myste rylofl ghjMjts^^ 
spirits and hobgôtiïiîwP'^ndPirecaiise of 
these superstitious notions, Hallowe'en 
appeals to the public fancy and, all its old 
customs and traditions have remained. 

The ancient Druids believed that on 
the night of this great autumn festival 
the great lord of death, Saman, called 
itogether all the wicked souls that had been 
^ S^ondemned within the past twelve months, 
"I to inhabit the bodies of animals. Due to 
«1^;: the wicked spirits that prowled about on 
^this night, they lit large bonfires . and 
|kept a sharp lookout. It is obvious that 
luit' is from the Druids that we derived the 
belief that witches and ghosts walk abroad 
,iOn Hallowe'en — a belief still prevalent 
among rural peoples in Europe. 

Another probable source may be 
found in the festival that the Romans had 
on the first of November in honour of 
^:Pomons. Nuts and apples, as. .ttke rt sl^of 
lith^ winter store of fruits, wer^^roSSred 
"'jiefore great bonfires. The fact that 
even to this day these two fruits are used 
^tehsively$iinl;HalIowe'en games is suf-

JN scanning the newspapers, reading the 
advertisements, in our everyday cor- 
yjrespondence, it becomes more and more 
lapiparent, that our present educational 
isystem' has relegated one of the major 
j^diicational subjects of ancient and bygone 
|(days to a position of comparative inferior- 
pity with disastrous and far reaching, rè- 
tsults. In the days of the Greeks, the 
||l.omans, the "Schoolmen" of Duns "Scotiis, 
id; our Victorian ancestors, the study of 
H^etoric occupied a time honored and 
i?pminent position. "Rhetoric is the study 
of^ the art of writing , prose — in our 
laiteriàl times we call it by the ordinary 
;|||fsptiinding name of composition. 

. ' It is essential in the world today to 
i-ïchs able to expfess thoughts and ideas in a 
clear, concise, and easy fashion. Very 
lew people are able to do this; yet very few 



efforts are made to correct thÎB evil. 

TJfe increasing importance of profes- 
siClial careers lias led to an undue im- 
portance and emphasis being laid on the 
practical subjects, such as mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, and the like. This has 
only been done at the expense of the "cul- 
tural" subjects; it is very seldom that 
more than an hour a week is allotted to 
the study of rhetoric, of the art and com- 
position bf writing correctly our own 
language — w he reas six and even seven 
hours .a. weefâ^Sfâeypted tp the study of 
m^hifflatiMMffjff frequently are 

never3lus*'d!i|[PKpe^ of this unequal, 
distribution are beco'ming ever increasingly 
plain. 

In Victorian times it was almost a 
wiiyersal custom for young ladies to keep 
Sfdiary r--- in which they recorded theiV 
ingtpst thoughts and experiences. Through 
cpnstant and everyday iSi-actice, they gained 
a light, informal, easy -and yet correct 
manner of expressing themselves in writ- 
ing. This is no mere fable, but concrete 
fact. If we were, to examine a letter 
written by a person of our present genera- 
tion, ye^jvpuld .stand à very fine chance 
of readihg-^a' dull, involved, and very pro- 
saic piece of composition. Those, qualities 
of sprightliness, infovmality, and readable- 
ness so characteristic of;good letter writing 
which come only after long . hours of 
practice,, are practically a negative quan- 
tity today. 

In the days of the lOtli century when 
the traveller Avent abroad, he took his 
"sketchbook" with him, and copied down 
the vivid and lasting impressions which he 
received; and on his .return home, they 
read and passed the .sketchbooks around 
among their friends. Today although there 
is more travel, and far more people go 
.abroad, their literary output has dropped 
sianrularly. Theré was a conscious effort 
tipon the part of the writers of these books, 
to put a certain literary effort into their 
work; they intended them to be read, to 
be, discussed. Undoubtedly by far the 
greater part of it was only mediocra prose 
.— there was the use of hackneyed expres- 
sions, time-worn des criptions , etc. — but 
nevertheless, there wlpSfSertain fluency 
and ease of writinipf^vident. 

What we require today, is more prac- 
tice in writing; in our schools, in our 
everyday life, in our recreations, in every- 
thing we do. We should forget that sense 
of restraint, thatifear of being laughed at, 
and just go aheadj^d write — even if it 
is trash. Practicefmakes perfect.

TWe increasing inipoi-tance of prof es- 
siCRal careers has led 'to -an undue im- 
portance and emphasis being laid on the 
practical subjects, suchj^as mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, andftjiejlilce.

tural" subjects; it is very seldom that 
more than an hour a -week is allotted to 
the study of rhetoric, of the art and com- 
position bf writing correctly our own 
language — whereas six and even seven 
hours a week are devoted to the:_^stu.dy , of 
mathematics, which very ixMÊÉijj&c are 
never used.

In Victorian times it was almost a 
universal custom for young ladies to keep 
a diary — • in which they recorded their 
inmost thoughts and cxp^|,enceB. T 
constant and everyday iJ^àcfâçelfthiey gained 
a light, informal, easy -and yet correct 
nanner of expressina themselves in writ- 
ng. This is no mere fable, but concrete 
fact.

^•NNODNCIMENT WAS MADE yes 
tei-dày. morning by thj McGljl 
Rowing Club that Urbain Molmmis, 
coach of tlie oarsmen for the last ten 
years, had râîigned , hif posi Uo nj ^ The 
loss of Coach Mcimans wiufj^^gBniy 
felt, aiid It was only with great regret 
that hU .rcslgnatisn, was accepted: by 
the rowln* club. . . ■ 

Coming to MoGill some ten years 
ago, Mohnans brought . with' liim .a 
great; reputation as ,au oarsman. He 
swept Eurùpean rowing circles by his 
ali-round ability arid technique, and 
managed to -. garaer practically every 
honoiir available to a Ei/ropean oars- 
man. ■■ , 

■ Hod Notable Career 

His notable career began In 1903, 
.when he represented the Cluij- Sport 
Nautique de Ghent together with a 
finc.;crew,- and stroked his wa^ to vic- 
tory in the Grand Clîàllenge, then the 
most important rowing race in the 
worldl Molmans proved his ability 
again the jpllowlng year when he re- 
peated the notable feat, and man- 
aged to cop first place in this great 
event. 

Following .these vlotorlesi Molmans 
proceeded to liuild up: a great reputa- 
tion througtiout all European countries 
Where rowing flourished, by garnering 
i)remier honours lA eights, fours and 
pairs. ' . 

When the McGlll Rowhig Club iwas 
organized Molmans with his general 
repute ahd ability, was made honorary 
coach.;^ lie ^managed: to build up a 
groupioifiiKuismeô, whom he hnparted 
the intri3ate;technique of rowing and 
mahiiy through hisiefforts. brought five.
